CLIMBING THE STAIRS. 
They who would reach the height 
from which London looks like some 
dim city of the mist must wind} 
round and round the longest spiral | 
staircase in the world. At the low 
iron door which brings you to its 
foot the staircase appears to be onc! 
unending iron thread, reaching up! 
into darkness, and it is not until | 
the visitor has gazed at it awhile! 
that there breaks at the top, 350 
feet above him, a blue light no big- 
ger than a man’s hand. 

If the distant ray of light. losing | 
itself in utter darkness a little way 
down the tower, does not unnerve 


him, the climber winds round the 
spiral staircase a dozen times, and 
finds himself, almost tired, on tho 


first floor. He is in a room over 50 
feet square, and in this grand apart- 
ment he will pause to reflect upon 
the splendors of the Victoria Tower. 

The tower bas a weight of 30,000 
tons, and it helps us to realize - its 
grandeur and strength if we reflect 
that its buildings was in progress 
for all but twenty years. The Lon- 
doner who went aboad for a year in 
the forties or the fifties came home 
to find the new tower had risen not 
quite eight yards in his absence, 
and so, at the rate of 23 feet a year, 
the Victoria Tower grew, from 1842 
until it was completed. 


CONTAINS MANY ROOMS. 


rooms, each one fireproof, each 
containing the precious State papers 
which tell the story of Pngland and 
Divided into eleven floors 
all save two with sixteen rooms, the 
tower is a miracle of construction.

SOME OLD INNS.

Somchow one always hears’ with 
regret that one of England’s famous 
old moss grown, ivy clad inns is 
obout to be demolished, says the 
London Mail.

always to the plan of the farm, Al-| 
though we see many farms that have 
very neat fences, and show in a gen- 
eral way the progressiveness of the 
}owner, yet almost invariably they are 
so planned that the lanes pass down 
the centre line of the farm with al-! 
;Most perfectly square ficlds lying on} 
jeach side... A square ficld is the most 
/unpractical form of a field there is 
because of the large number of turns! 
that have to be made when the field 
is plowed, harvested or the hay tak- 
en off. In plowing or reaping a} 
field, the number of rounds increases! 
as the distance from the centre to 
the sides becomes greater. 
There are at least three things to! 
jbe considered in planning a farm: 
|First, the general shape of the farm; 
second, the location of the buildings, 
and, third, the rotation of crops to 
be followed. Sometimes it is | 
possible to make the arrangement 
that we most desire because of tho 
contour and general lay of the farm, 
|but where: it is possible the fields 
}should not be square, but made as 
long as is practical, and with their 
openings as near to the barn as is 
possible. 

I submit herewith plans for a 160- 
jacre farm. While not exactly suited 
‘for all farms yet the general idea may 
be incorporated into almost any 
farm, especially one that has, as yet, 
not been much improved. If a farm 
is oblong in shape the buildings 
should never be placed at one end 
‘or a corner where it is possible to 
place them at the centre of one side. 
The ideal location of the buildings 
for economy's sake would be at the 
centre of the farm, but the home and 
social side of life on the farm must 
be considered as well. 

There is no place of residence that 
ofiers tho advantages for making the 
home surroundings beautiful as that 
of the farmer cxcept perhaps among 
rustic mountain scenery. Usually 
j there is such an utter disregard 
jamong our farmers of their immedi- 
ate Surroundings, which should go to 
|\make farm homes beautiful and pleas- 
ant, that 1 cannot refrain from mak- 
ling a few suggestions here as to tho 
improvement of our homes. It is 
too often true, that the farmer's 
home is devoid of many of the little 
\things that go to make the home 
surroundings cheerful and homelike 
and yet they will wonder why their 
boys and girls will leave the farm 
|for places more beautiful in the city. 
The farmer has such chances for land- 
\scape gardening as the city resident 
has not because of more room which 
‘he has. A careful selection and plac- 
jing of trees, shrubbery and flowers, 
together with a well kept lawn, will 
make at comparatively small cost the 
humblest home and surroundings look 
/beautiful. Such trees as mangolias, 
!catalpas, and spruces, and such 
ishrubs as hydranges, spireas, lilacs, 
‘and rose bushes, properly grouped and 
placed would be far more beautiful 
for the front and side yards than 
would apple trees and raspberry 
bushes. 

But in laying out a farm the plan- 
ning of the buildings and yards is 
‘not the only thing to be considered. 
\In figuring out the diagram submit- 
‘ted I have’ planned for a five-year 
| rotation of crops, a permanent pas- 
lture, and a permanent wood lot. It 
is so planned that cach of the fields 
are of equal size, oblong in shape and 
as nearly equidistant from tho barn 
as possible.

HEROINE OF LUCKNOW. 
Lady Inglis, 
During the Siege. 


An interesting figure jn JFnglish 
history has passed away in the per- 
son of Lady Inglis, who died recent- 
ly at her residence, 17 Rectory road, 
Beckenham, after a short illness says 
the London Express. 

Lady Julia Selina Inglis was the 
second daughter of the first Lord 
Chelmsford and was born in 1833. 
She was the widow of the famous 
defender of the British residency at 
Lucknow, Sir John Eardley Wilmot 
Inglis, K. C. B., who died in 1882, 
and in memory of whose services in 
the Indian Mutiny she had been in

Lady Inglis herself went through 
the siege of Lucknow, and in addi- 
tion to the terrors of the siege and 
the subsequent journey to the coast 
she was shipwrecked on the voyage 
home to England. 

She afterward published the diary 
she kept during ‘her eventful life in 
the besieged city, where her husband, 
then Brigadier Inglis, commanded 
the garrison throughout the eighty- 
seven days the place was ‘invested. 

She describes the entrance into the 
residency, on a day when glad shouts 
rang through the tortured city, of 
“‘a short, quiet-looking, gray-hnired 
man, Whom I knew at once was Gen.

WINTER BLASTS. 


Siberia, which in early summer is a 
garden of flowers, is now a region 
of snow. The cold is down to 40 de- 
grees below zero. The wind blowing 
{off the steppes makes the cheek feel 
as though it were being stabbed with 
a thousand needles. 

It is a lone iand with towns hund- 
reds of miles apart, and then often 
jsix or eight miles from a station. But 
jevery verst (three-quarters of a 
mile) is a little signal hut. Here are 
stationed good-conduct prisoners.

A Remarkable Movement That is 


Attracting Attention. 


One of the most remarkable move- 
ments in France is the temperance 
moyement, that has sprung, gourd- 
like, from the ground and has attain- 
ed to a tree of goodly proportions. 
The most important organization, the | 
Union anti-Alcoolique, has 60,000 
members spread all over the country. 
This in sevon years, aud there are 
numerous other societies, some having 
a religious basis, that bring up the 
number of those sworn to fight the 
drink question to a considerable 
army. 1 have just been shown some 
post-cards printed in colors, which 
are destined to remind the recipient 
fof the dangers of absinthe and caux 
!de vie. The work is carried on by 
lantern lectures and by other means 
‘of inculcating temperance principles 
into the young. A Journal exists, 
\exclusively engaged in this work, and | 
a great body of teachers in all de 

| 


! 


partments have formed societies in 
'the schools where the young idea is 
jtaught to shun the apoeritifs and other 
deadly decoctions so beloved by the 
nation. As a rule, total abstinence 
is not insisted upon in these societies 
but the member is limited to beer 
‘and wine. 5 

Still more remarkable is the fact 
that the movement has spread to the 
working-classes in the country, which 
have hitherto been most difficult to, 
reach by reason, largely, of the po- 
litical dominance of the cabaretier. I| 
am informed that during the past few 
jdays a co-operative working man's 
}temperance restaurant has been open- 
led at Laval (Mayenne). The cabinet 
is called ‘‘L’Emancipation Sociale de 
Consommation.”’ Also, within the 
past month of two, a sailor’s home | 
where non-intoxicuting drinks are 
sold has sprung into being at Tou- | 
lon. The founder is an officer in the 
French army, named Roux, now sery- 
ing in Tonking. 

A great work is being carried on in 
Brittany, where the peasants are 
much addicted to strong waters and 
where alcoholism has made great rav~ 
lages.. ‘The increase in idiocy and 
jcon genital diseases has forcibly call- 
ed the attention of the authorities to 
the gravity of the question, At 
Brest is a nourishing society where | 
is seen the strange spectacle, in | 
France, of Conservatives and Social- 
ist Radicals joined together for the 
same social purposes. 

An unusual feature of tho present | 
crusade against alcoholism is that | 
it has begun at the top and is work- | 
ing downwards. ‘The Union Anti- | 
Alcoholique was founded by well- 
known doctor, and its actual presi- 
dent is a barrister. Several highly- | 
placed personages in the government 
departments are taking a deep inter- 
est in the movement.

| greatest feat of railroad engineering 
in either hemisphere, and as a spec- | 
imen of American enterprise and 
workmanship it suflers nothing by! 
comparison. It was ‘begun in 1870; 
and finished in 1876, and additional | 
j;work has since been done on it. 
Commencing. in Callao, it ascends 
the narrow valley of the Rimac, ris- | 
jing nearly 5,000 feet in the first 
| forty-six miles. 

Thence it goes through the intri- 
|eate gorges of the Sierras till it 


15,645 feet, the highest_point in the 
world where a piston rod is moved 
‘by steam. The wonder is doubled 
fon remembering that the elevation 
}is reached in seventy-cight miles. 

One of the most remarkable things 
‘in connection with this road is that 
between the coast and suminit there 
is not an inch of down grade. ‘The 
| difficulties encountered in its con- 
struction were extreme—landslides, 
falling bowlder: soroche (or the 
difficulty of breathing in high alti- 
tudes) and verrugas, a disease 
known only along the line of — this 
road, characterized by a species of 
warts breaking out ali over the 
body and bleeding. 

About 8,000 workmen were en- 
gaged at one time, and between 7,- 
000 and 8,000 persons died or were 
killed in the construction of the 


road,

CONCERNING CABLES. 
Englishmen Control the Largest 

' ‘Mileage. 


Thero are in operation to-day 2 
436 miles of ocean cables, of which 
only 38,797 miles, or about 15 per 
cent., are owned by governments, the 
remainder being in the hands of pri- 
vate owners. Englishmen opened the 
first cablo line—across the Channel be- 
tween ‘Dover and Calais, on August 
}28th, 1850—and Jnglishmen still 
control a larger mileage than the 
capitalists of any. otlier country. and 
more than half the total length of 
}the submarine lines. 

The British cables that connect 
London with all parts of the world 
have a length of 154,099 miles, of 
which 14,963 miles are owned by the 
Governnient. Of the 189,136 miles 
owned by private companies, the 
llongest mileage is in the Australian 
and Oriental lines, The Eastern Ex- 
tension, Australasia, and China Telo- 
| graph Company controls 27,609 
miles, and the Western ‘Tclegraph 
Company 19,880 miles. 

‘The most important of the British 
cablo lines are tbe five that stretch 
across tho Nortli Atlantic, and also 
the first lino stretched across the Pa- 
| cifle, which connects Vancouver with 
the Fiji Island Yorfollk Island, 
| Queensland and Ww land, and 
which was opened on December Sth, 
1903. Among the many British lines 
also are cables to South America and 
along both of its coasts.

RUSSIA AND JAPAN. 
Policy of Grab Which Forced on 
the Present War. 


The grievance between Japan and 
Russia is one of old standing, It 
originated so far back as 1895, when 
Russia, associated with Germany and 
I’rance, ordered Japan out of Port 
Arthur and the Liao“Pung Peninsula, 
which Japan had acquired in the war 
with China of the year before. Two 
years later Russia helped herself to 
Port Arthur, and forced China to 
sign a treaty entitling her to extend 
the Siberian Railway through Man- 
churia. With tho outbreak of tho 
Boxer disturbanco Russia tool mili- 
tary possession of the entire pro- 
vince, including its capital and treaty 
ports. Throughout 1901-02 Japan 
joined with Britain and America in 
demanding an evacuation, and in 
August of last year Japan resorted 
to individual action, calling upon 
Russia to givo a definite explanation 
of her policy. Russia undertook to 
withdraw her troops in October, but 
when October arrived no movement 
was made. On tho contrary, she then 
began certain encroachments on

MARRIED BY WHOLESALE, 
Crossman’s first wife. died, appar- 
ently of natural causes, in 1897.

When 
he attempted to do so the lodger no- 
tified the police, and when they  at- 
tempted to arrest him Crossman cut 
jhis own throat and died instantly. 

The body found in the trunk, from 
which the cement has now been chip- 
ped off, is that of a young woman. 

The police theory is that Crossman, 
While she was*undressing, struck her 
from behind with an axe, completely 
'severinr a portion of the skull, part 
of which is now missing.

they had simply a claim.” 

TRADE WITH CANADA. 


As Mr. Lodge Nas been a promin- 
ent opponent of reciprocity with Can- 
ada, chiefly, ir is supposed, because 
of the apprehension of injury to the 
Gloucester fishery interests in his 
district, his further statement is 
noteworthy. 

“T shall say nothing of the merits 
of the decision, as I have carefully 
refrained from doing so at any time, 
for what seemed to me the best of 
reasons. The day after I returned 
‘from Europe I spoke of the decision 
in a speech and expressed by satis- 
faction in the fact that the question 
|men been settled and that this settle- 


ment removed the great obstacle 
which had existed to further negotia- 
tions with Canada in regard to reci- 
procity and other outstanding ques- 
tions. 

“The award is before the world and 
T was deeply gratified that I detected 
no tone of unkind exul(ation in any- 
thing said about the decision in the 
United States. . 

“The Canadians, naturally were dis- 
appointed, and quite naturajly too, 
in the first access of disappointment 
they spoke with bitterness in the 
press and elsewhere about the decis- 
ion. Nothing pleased me more than 
the really fine temper shown by the 
American press, so far as I observed 
it, in making no disagreeable retorts 
to anything said in Canada, and, so 
far as they were concerned, in allow- 
ing the whole disrite to pass into 
the realm of settled questions. 

FRIENDLY RELATIONS. 

“It seems to me that it should be 
the aim of each and all of us to cul- 
tivate the most friendly relations 
with our neighbors across the border. 
(Applause.) For myself 1 have no- 
thing but the kindest feelings toward 
them. I wish, indeed, that ws were 
all united under one flag, but that 
is for them to decide, and not us, 
(Applause.) So long as they prefer 
to be separate from us let us main- 
tain the best relations possible. 

“Immediately after the ratification 
of the Alaskan treaty an effort was 
made on our part to bring together 
again the commission of 1898 and 
resume the negotiations, now relieved 
from the Alaskan boundary. During 
the session of Parliament whieh had 
been just opened, the Canadian Min- 
istry were not ready to resume the 
nogotiation, nor are we advised when 


they will be prepared to resume it. 
More than this no administration 
could possibly do.

Population of Russia. 


In population the Russian Empire 
surpasses Japan nearly threefold. | 
According to the census of 1897 the 
empire had 129,562,718. Within the 
last half century the increase in popu- 
lation has been tremendous. In 1815 
it was estimated at 45,000,000. At the 
present time it is nearly 150,000,000. 
According to its different diyisions the 
population was distributed by the 
census of 1897 as follows: European 
Russia, 107,000,000 (including 9,500,000 
Poles and 2,500,000 Finns); Caucasus 
governments, 9,300,000; Siberia, 5,- 
730/000; Central Asia, 7,720,000. In 
European Russia the ayerage annual 
increase of births over deaths, accord- 
ing to the New International Encyc- 
lopaedia, is 2,000,000 souls. The 
Empire has seven cities with a popu- 
lation of over 200,000, and they are:

THE PROPER POSITION. 


When it is desired to lect the cows 
out unlock the rope or chain back of 
the cow, beginning at one end, let 
the first cow beck out; give her time 
so she will be able to get out and 
not afraid to back in the gutter. The 
other cows will soon learn to push 
the swinging partition which will 
give them room to turn around. 
Fach cow has a separate box for a 
manger, about 2 feet 10 inches 
square. The top of the manger in 
front of the cow is only from 3 to 10 
inches-high, so her head will be in a 
natural position when lying down. 


|The manger should be adjustable so 


that when she is standing with her 
hind feet near the gutter her nose 
will “just reach the slats in front, 
which will prevent her from stepping 
forward and soiling the rear of the 
stall. Any adjustment of a stall 
which will prevent cows from step- 
ping forward will keep them clean, 
and by having the manger low, so 
that when lying down the head can 
be carried in a natural position, will 
afford comfort, which is an essential 
point fn securing a large flow of milk. 
The slats in front of the cow will 
prevent her from getting the hay or 


other roughage under her feet. The 
stall is made narrow so that the 
cow cannot turn round, while tho 
chain or rope is fastened from one 
partition to the other. Each cow 
should be taught to take her own 


stall and the teaching should be done 
with patience and great care. It re- 
quires gentleness and tact to teach 


jcows properly, but in the end one is 


amply rewarded for exercising these 
virtues.

CARE OF DAIRY COWS. 


In the housing and care of dairy 
cows no country shows, aS & rule 
in general practice, any mothods or 
conditions better tlian those of this 
country. The average conditions 
elsewhere are bad cnough, with oppor- 
tunities for very great improvement; 
but such improvement is being made 
as rapidly in this country as any- 
where. Nowhere clse is there o bet- 
ter appreciation of the importance 
and cconomy of abundant room, 
light, air, dryness, comfort, and 
cleanliness for cows. One hears much 
of the close relations between the 
dairy cows and the families of their 
owners in Holland and Switzerland, 
connecting apartments, under the 
saine roof, etc.; but the stables which 
are seen in summer converted into 
conservatories and rooms for weaving 
and cheese curing are the exceptional 
and show places. Even the best of 
these when visited in midwinter, with 
the cattle in place, are often found 
dark, ill ventilated, close, crowded, 
and insanitary in many respects, al- 
though frequently kept clean. The

Most Unique Among the Pooples 
of the World, 

A Japanese house is one of the 
simplest things ever built, for it 
consists of little more than four} 
posts and a roof, But such “‘im- 
permanence,”’ which is also seen in 
other things, is a part of the 
strength of the nation, writes Mr. 
Douglas Sladen in “‘Queer ‘Things 
About Japan,’’ for no people in the 
world have so few wants. 

The Japanese have no bread, no 
beds, no fires, no boots or shoes, 


no trousers for the men, no petti- 
coats for the women—for both sexes 


wear several dressing-gowns, one 
over the other. In their houses 
they have no windows, no doors, no 
walls but paper’ shutters fixed in 
grooves, no ceilings, no chests of 
drawers, not coven a washstand.

Many. Very Distinguished Men 
Have Eegun Life as 
Physicians. 


Doctors are more than any other 
class of professional men apt sudden- 
ly to change their professions and 
make reputations at things quite dis- 
tinct from medicine. Their profession 
compels them to be men of great 
observation and knowledge of techni- 
calities, says Pearson's Weekly. 

They do not dream at their work, 
but understand it in all its details. 
Consequently if they 
selves to any other work, the chances 
are that their medical training would 
be of enormous advantage to them, 

NANSEN AN PXAMPLE. 

Dr. Nansen’s training as a doctor 
|largely contributed to his abilitics as 
an explorer. As a matter of fact, he 
Was a polar discoverer while engaged 
in practise as a doctor. Before he 
even thought of arctic exploration 
Nansen had already added to the 
iknowledge of our anatomy by  dis- 
covering what is known as the ‘‘pol- 
ar cell’ in the spinal cord. 

Many of tho famous scientific dis- 
coverers, as well as Nansen, have been 
doctors first, though their discoveries 
have been turned to uses. 

Sir Conan Doyle is, of course, a 
famous case of a doctor who has 
‘quick changed" his profession as a 
result of accidental observation, It 
is notorious that his conception of 
Sherlock Holmes originated in his 
Watching the methods of an Edin- 
burgh doctor in diagnosing his cases. 
Sherlock Wolmes, and the author's 
subsequent career, were the results of 
Doyloe’s medical training.

Precisely at a quarter to four on 
the afternoon of December 18th, 
1867, all London was startled by a 
shock and a sound resombling the 
distant throb of an earthquake. It 
Was due to an attempt made by cer- 
tain Fenians to release two of their 
comrades, named Burve and Casey, 
from tho Clerkenwell House of Do- 
tention, by blowing down tho outer 
~~ dl of the gaol with gun-powder. 
The plan resulted in failure, so far 
as securing the escape of the prison- 
ers was concerned, But the results 
of the explosion were  sufliciently 
dreadful. 
The Wall.in question was about 25 
feet high, 2 feet 3 inches thick at 
the bottom, and some 14 inches thick 
at the top. A considerable length 
of this was levelled to the ground. 
The actual prison building was not 
aged, although every win- 
dow was shattered by the concussion, 
While the side immediately facing the 
outer wall in which the breach was 
made, and about 150 feet from it, 
showed the marks of the bricks that 
had been hurled against it by the 
explosion.

Who has not heard of the nautch 
girl of India? Music and dancing are 
the chiof attractions of every social 
function i{n the East, and Anglo-In- 
dians who hate the nautch girl on 
paper listen with rapt attention to 
her song, and continually marvel at 
her elegant trot, wonderful nimble- 
ness and leopardlike agility. 

Indians taught music to other na- 
tions. At his bidding the nautch girl 
Sprang into being, and under the Mo- 
hammedan rule the height of nautch- 
girlism was achieved. To give the 
reader an idea of the evolution of 
the nautch girl we must go back to 
the Vedic period. The hymns of the 
Vedas were at first chanted by the 
Rishis or monks; but their voices 
Were sO very rough that one could 
hardly enjoy their song. So, to be 
more musical, their daughters caught 
up the cry and began to peal forth 
the solemn verses, Thus was Muse 
born. The Rajahs of the Mahabhar- 
atian period taught their girls the 
arts of singing and dancing. ITvery 
prince therefore obtained an accom- 
plished wife, who treated him to «a 
dance the night after the marriage. 
tama and King Judhisthir used to 
indent nautch girls from heaven, The 
greatest of heavenly nautch girls is 
named Manaka. ‘Tho Rajahs of the 
Hindu period could not do a day 
without a dance, and the Mohamme- 
dan conquerors of India learned all 
these luxuries from the Hindu kings, 
and improved upon them in the bar- 
gain, The modern nautch girl retains 
almost all the attributes of the Mo- 
hammedan period and flourishes in 
opulence in Lahore, Delhi, Lucknow, 
Allahabad, Dacca, Calcutta and oth- 
er Babylons of India. 

THE MOHAMMEDAN 
dancing girl plies her trade from the 
age of 12 to GO, for youth and beau- 
ty are by no means a “sine qua non’ 
with the dancing girl. She must be 
a thorough mistress of her art, and 
old fiddles often play the best tune, 
In appearance sho has a big, baby- 
shaped She is extremely cor- 
pulent, fair-complexioned and rough 
looking.

Upon arriving here 
ho learned that the finest wheat 
grown in the world is raised in tha 
Northwest by the Doukhobors on tha 
Saskatchewan River, He proceeded 
to that province, going direct to Pe- 
tronika, where Doukhobors are to bo 
Seen in all their peculiar and aston- 
ishing costumes, ‘There aro about 
4,000 of the people, under the direct 
leadership of Pete: Veregin, known as 
tho apostle and Awekne upon with 
reverence, ; 
THERE ARE 60 TOWNS 

populated by these people. At the 
place mentioned the inhabitants are 
seen in their most promitive — state. 
They are notorious from the fact that 
they worship in a state of absolute 
nudity. / 

Mr, Schreiber became possessed of 
a desire to study the Habits of this 
Strange people, and presented him- 


self to Apostle Veregin. he latter 
took him into his household ‘and he 


at every musical soiree. The follow- 
ing is a specimen:

Start not! Lough not! Even in 
India there are such overmoral peo- 
ple that they totally discard the 
nautch girl. Nautch, however must 
be witnessed at any price, and to 
meet the demand of this class of men 
the male nautch girl has come into 
being—a lad of about 15 serves this 


purpose. He is called a ‘‘Natooa,’’ 
and flourishes in. upper India. He 
practises his art at a very tender 


age and before his mustache is out so 


skillfully masters his trade that, like 
a top, he spins on his knees! He 
dresses like a girl and speaks like a 


girl. He carries a flirting fan and 
shows off other coquettish blandish- 
ments, He bears a female namo, 
such as Soondri, Jagadambia and the 
like, When he grows up into man- 
jhood he is unfit for male society and 
is styled a ‘‘Mowge’’ or a shee-man.

The Extraordinary Value of Lon: 
don Property. 


He is indeed a lucky man who owns 
building property within the fours ~ 
milo radius of London, for ho can 
command a small fortune in the way 
of rental for his houses, shops, or of- 
fees, as the case may be, Singular- 
ly enough, it is not in the west ond 
of London, as many people imagine, + 
where the highest rents aro paid, but 
near the Old Lady of Threadneedlo 
street. Some time ago ono room 
near the Royal Exchange let for be- 
tween £2,000 and £38,000 a year, 
while a house-ngent who advertised 
certain propertics in ‘Throgmorton 
streot asked £250 yearly rental for 
each of seven telephone boxes, Vor 
a suite of three rooms on tho moz- 
zanino floor £1,000 o year was also 
asked, and £2,000 required for six 
rooms on the first floor. 

Vor shops and business premises in 
the Strand gigantic rents aro paid, 
ulthough, of course, Bond street is — 
the dearest thoroughfare in the world 
with regard to shops. Many shop- 
keopers between Charing Cross and 
the old Lyceum Thoatre pay £2,000 
and £8,000 rental, exclusive of rates 
and taxes, Perhaps ono might bo 
able to obtain a very sinall shop for 
£600 or £700 per annum; but such 
a prico would secure vory indifforent 
accommodation=probably only tho 
one room which faced the street. 

In Bond street, shops which are 
almost hidden between hugo a 
yromisos bring their fortunate owner 
i a rental ot from £800 to £1,200 
a year, while £6,000 to £7,000 is 
not an unusual price to pay for tha 
largor-sized promises. Shops in Reg, 
ent street cost oven more; but thon 
thoy are gencrally larger, thus mak- 
ing the rent work ont loss.

CLAIMS OF THE KITCHEN, 


In building a house the average in- 
dividual is much more concerned 
about the parlors, the reception hall 
and the dining-room than with the 
kitchon, which some one has called 
“tho heart of the house,’’ 

Somo of us have recollections 
the old-fashioned kitchen “at grand= 
father’s,"’ that are more or less 
tinged with sentiment, but few want 
that kind of ao kitctien in their own 
houses, The old-fashioned kitchen 
was really tho fumily living-room. 
It was dining-room except on state 
occasions, Washroom, cookroom, and 
the caller who ran in for a few min- 
utos’ chat wos familiarly made at 
home while the work went on unin- 
terruptedly. The woman who got 
tho meals traveled many extra miles 
in the course of the year because of | 
the wide area required for all these 
domestic processes. Sho generally 
had “sitters” whom she bad to 
dodgo, and was wont to occasionally | 
express her sentiments about having 


of 


somebody eternally ‘‘under her 
feet.”’ 
We don’t live in the kitchen as 


much us wo used to. Even on «the 
farm, the last stronghold of tho kit- 
chen as a living room, there is a 
strong tendency to use the whole 
house and confine the kitchen to its 
legitimato purposes as a cook room. 
Women realize that-a small, conven- 


jent kitchen is an economizer of 
time, travel and strength, 
In a kitchen twelve feet square 


there is ample room for the neces- 
Sary conveniences which the worker 
can reach with ease, The chief rea- 


Bily of getting away from a red-hot | 
stove in summer, has been done 
away with by the almost universal 
the gasoline stove, which 
throws out little heat, and is out of 
commission within five minutes after 
it is put out. 

The kitchen should be on a _ level 
with the dining-room, its location 
Should bo carefully chosen. Not s0 
near the dining-room that its heat 
and odors enter that room, nor so 
near a bodroom that the building of 
fires or the pounding of stenk are 
disturbing. One of the important 
study of prevailing winds will often 
enable tho builder to so place the 
Windows that a current of air will 
carry the odors of cooking out of 
the house instend of diffusing them 
through it, A kitchen should have 
opposite windows so arranged as to 
bo easily lowered from the top for 
just this purposo ‘ 

Plenty of light is indispensable in 
tho kitchen. In addition to the; 
Windows, light is gained by making | 
the walls light in color, Oi] paint 


coiling is easily cleaned, and is bet- 
ter than kalsomined or papered 
walls. Paper is easily loosened by 
steam, and if used should he the 
oiled paper in tile pattern, which 
not only looks well, but which, if 
revarnished after the first washing, 
can bo cleaned several times. 

A wainscoting of Georgia pine on 
the side walls to o height of four or 
fiva feet is better than mop-boards 
and plaster, especially where there 
ave children. Tor the floor, there is} 
nothing better than, pine covered | 
with linoleum, The hardwood floor 
io trying to many women, because 
{t is like walking on pavement, pro- 
ducing a jar on the spine which is 
tiring. The linoleum is elastic and 
does away with this jar. Though 
it ig expensive it is durable, wears 
well, looka well, and is easily clean- 
ed, ‘The pattern of the genuine lin- 
oleum goes clear through tho fabric, 
and therefore does not wear off,

eliminated from the up-to-date kit-} 
chen, and in its place stands the} 
white enameled one, with an exten- 
sionsat one end, on which to place 
the dishes when rinsed and wiped.

EXPLOSION KILLS 29 MEN. 
Four Charges of Powder Ignited 
on American Battleship. 


A despatch from Pensacola, Flori- 
da, says ;...By the explosion of 2,- 
000 pounds of powder in the after 
12-inch turret in the handling room 
of the battleship Missouri, Capt. W- 
S. Cowles commanding, 29 men, five 
of them officers, were instantly kill- 
ed and five injured, of whom two 
will die. The Missouri was on the 
target range with the Texas and 
Brooklyn at practice about noon on 
Wednesday, when a charge of pow- 
der in the 12-inch left-hand gun ig- 
nited from gases, exploded, and 
dropping below, ignited four charges 
of powder in the handling room, 
and all exploded. Not one man of 
the entire turret and handling crew 
survives. But for the prompt and 
cflicient work of Capt. Cowles in 
flooding the handling room and mag- 
azine with water one of the maga- 


ship would have been destroyed. 

Lieut. Hammer, the ordinance offi- 
cer, gave out a statement of the ex- 
plosion and its probable cause. Ac- 
cording to him, about noon, after 
the first pointer of the after 12-inch 
piece had fired his string and the} 
second pointer had fired the third} 
shot of his string, the charge ignit-) 
od.

Tho breach was 
open, and a dull thud gave notice 
of something unusual No loud re- 
port was made, but flames were 
seen to leap from every portion of 
the turret.

This was in the 
handling room below, where 1,600 
pounds of powder, or four charges, 
ready to be hoisted above, had ig- 
nited,

RUSSIA AND THE WAR. 


There Is a Popular Longing for 
Defeat. 


“There is within Russia herself,”’ 
says a writer in the Birmingham 
Gazette, and Express, ‘‘an almost 
universal longing for defeat at 
hands of some foreign foe, One of 
;the acutest observers of national 
life in modern Russia says that this 
'ominous aspiration may be heard 
not only in Northern but in South- 
ern Russia, and it makes no dilfer- 
ence whether the speakers are Rus- 
sians from the east or the west. 

“It is scarcely possible to imagine 
a more instructive symptom than 


the national life of Russia, or of the 
hopeless gloom which prevails, as 
to the present condition of the coun- 
try. The only possibility of libera- 
tion from the overmastering misery 
and depression which presents itself 
is that which would be furnished by 
the ruin and disorgapization such 
as an unsuccessful war would bring 
upon the ruling system. 

“The truth is,’’ continues the 
writer, ‘‘that Russia is as a house 
divided against herseli. The growth 
of a national, as well as an imper- 
ial policy, to which it is inveterate- 
ly opposed, bas recently become an 
organized fait accompli, by the co- 
operation of the artisan and agri- 
cultural classes, which are no longer 
capable of repression. It is the 
slow but remarkable development of 
this national policy, despite all the 
efforts of imperialism, which affords 
the most useful measure of the  ac- 
tual strength and weakness of Rus- 
sian political aggresion. And it is 
the dangerous possibilitiés of this 
national movement in its present 
advanced stage which is haunting 
the bureaucrats of Russia with the 
j Spectre of interbal’disruption as 
they stand face to face with the 
Struggle against the) well-trained lce- 
gions of Japan. Its most impor-

He advises 
the farmers to test the seed by putting 
in dirt and setting it under a warm 
stove for about four or five days or a

CRUELTY OF OFFICERS. 

One of the most terrible chapters 


is the one which shows the cruel- | 
ties and {injustice practiced on the 
common soldiers, and the way in

“The sergeant-major wheeled round 
on the fat corporal, cuffed him in 
}the back with his fist, took hold of 
his throat from behind, and pressed 
jhim down to the ground, then gave 
him a shove which brought him in 
contact with Napoleon's hind leg. The 
j horse struck out with both powerful 
hind legs and hurled the poor  cor- 
poral out into the stable lane, where 
he lay, unconscious, It was likely to 
be a serious business, for the poor 
fellow had been kicked in the face.”

Rose, the smartest man in the regi- 
ment, reported by the spite of a 
drunken officer for being asleep on 
sentry-go, when the poor fellow is 
only sheltering from the snow. 
Again, there is the case of Sergt. 
Schmidt, who for refusing to obey 
a senseless, dagnken order given him 
in the stable by the sergeant-major, 
is broken on the iron wheel of Ger- 
man military justice, and flung upon 
the world, in spite of his nine years’ 
anotless record of faithful service.

Ottawa, April 21.—Hon. Clifford 
Sifton presented to the House a re- 
turn for the fiscal year 1903, show- 
ing the total expenditure in connec- 
tion with immigration to haye been 
$542,913, of which approximately 
$217,000 was expended in Canada. 
One expenditure was $55,773. A 
long list was giyen of immigration 
agents working on commission. In 
larger centres the agents are all 
paid salaries. There were 75 
agents on commission, who were 
paid $14,898 in sums ranging from 
$3 upwards. They sent in 6,509 
immigrants for the six months end- 
ing December 81. To regular 
agents $9,514 was paid, and they 
sent in 4,678 immigrants.

BOUGHT UP EMPLOYE, 


Buckley saw the negro and made 
a proposition to him. The boy 
agreed to furnish the information for 
a price. ‘“‘Starting from February, 
1893,’ says Mr. Buckley, ‘‘and last- 
ing us to about August of the same 
year, this boy furnished me periodi- 
cally with the daily shipments of the 
Lewis Emery concern, which I took 
and handed personally sometimes to 
one and sometimes to the other man- 
ager, ‘They took copies of them, and 
usually returned the originals.’’ The 
negro also brought what’is known as 
the price book to Buckley and a com- 
plete copy of this was made by the 
Standard managers. “In short,”’ 
says Mr. Buckley in his affidavit, ‘‘I 
obtained from the negro all the inside 
facts concerning the Lewis Emery Oil 
Company's business, and I furnished 
them all to the Standard managers.”’ 
In return for this information the 
negro lad was paid various sums, 
amounting in all to about $90, Buck- 
ley says that they were charged upon 
the Standard books to ‘‘Special Ex- 
penses."’ The transaction was ended 
by the discharge of the colored boy 
by the Louis Pmery concern. 


GETS NO REWARD. 


The denonneement of this case is 
tragic enough, ‘The concern was fin- 
ally driven out of business by these 
and similar tactics, so Mr. Emery and 
his partner both affirm. The negro 
Was never taken into the Atlantic 
Refinery, and Buckley soon after lost 
his position.

The writer recently took a voynge 
in a French submarine—oa little en- 
gine of torrible potency which lies 
at tho moment just off Cherbourg. 
This particular boat has a displace- 
ment of 180 tons; her diameter is 
11 feet, and her length rather more 
than 80 feet. She has two double 
rudders—one pair for directing the 
course horizontally, the other pair 
to st her to dive or rise, Tor 
work below the surfaco an clectric 
motor, in connection with storage 
batteries, is used, Ter speed on 
the surface is about sixteen knots 
per hour, and when completely sub- 
merged a speed of about cight knots 
can be expected, 


DIVING MACHINE. 


The vessel is of tho diving type, 
submergence being effected by the ac- 
tion of the water upon large hori- 
zontal rudders placed at the stern of
